Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on September 22, 201 1 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 4, 5 and 7 to 14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
An austenitic stainless steel having high stress corrosion crack resistance containing in 
percent by weight: 0.03% or less C, 0.02% or less Si, 0.85% or less Mn, 0.03% or less P, 
0.002% or less S, 1 1 to 20.1% Ni, 17 to 30% Cr, 1 .03 to 3% Mo, and 0.003% or less N, the 
balance substantially being Fe and unavoidable impurities, and having a stacking fault energy 
(SFE) calculated by the following equation (1): SFE (mJ/m 2 ) = 25.7 + 6.2xNi + 410xC-0.9xCr- 
77xN-1 3xSi-1 .2xMn that is 1 00 (mJ/m 2 ) or higher (instant claims 1 , 4 and 5); and its 
manufacturing method (instant claims 7 and 8) and its named product, a structure in a nuclear 
reactor or pipe for a nuclear reactor (instant claims 9-14) are not taught or fairly suggested by 
prior art of record applied in last office action dated April 1 , 201 1 for the reasons stated in 
Applicant's remarks filed September 22, 201 1. 

As noted by Applicant, U.S. Patent No. 3,563,728 (Allio et al.) is directed to a steel 
containing up to 0.05% Mo whereas instant claims require 1 .03-3% Mo; and European patent 
789089 (Yonezawa et al.) is directed to a steel containing 25-40% Ni whereas instant claims 
require 1 1-20.1 %Ni. Consequently, there is no overlap in alloy wt.% ranges and a prima facie 
case of obviousness is not established. 
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In addition, European patent 530725 (Kato et al.) teaches a steel having alloying 
constituents whose wt.% ranges overlap those recited by instant claims but does not satisfy or 
closely meet stacking fault energy (SFE) equation at 100(mJ/m 2 ) or higher. Applicant has 
discovered by restricting SFE>100 (mJ/m 2 ) in a Mo-containing low-carbon austenitic stainless 
steel in accordance with the present invention, the stress corrosion crack length of steel 
becomes shorter resulting in significantly improved stress corrosion crack resistance. Criticality 
is demonstrated by test data in tables 1-4 and figure 8 of instant specification. Therefore instant 
claims patentably distinguish over cited art in view of new and unexpected properties.
